But, he added, "if Russia does 
not meet the nations on a friend­ 
ly basis, it will mean division of 
the universe into two worlds and 
the future of world peace will 
look dark." 
Mundt recalled that at the end 
of the war, "Russia still was our 
ally and friendly associate." Our 
attitude toward her, he said, "was 
one of complete appeasement." 
'Today we are still friendly but 
firming up. The era of appease­ 
ment is about over and we soon 
will be dealing with her in terms 
of reciprocity." 
He said he believed the United 
States is united in its attitude 
toward Russia and thought it will 
remain so. 
The house has approved print­ 
ing of an additional 5,000 copies 
of the report of Mundt’s subcom­ 
mittee. The report contained a de­ 
tailed analysis of Russia and her 
attitude toward the rest of the 
world.

Le g Ulcers arid H o w T h e y Form

THE blood is the great avenue 
of nutrition. It* services ere re­ 
quired by every cell in the body. 
No organ can long function, no 
tissue continue in a healthful state 
without the oxygen and nourish 
ment brought by the ever-circu­ 
lating blood. 
What happens when the free­ 
flow of this life-giving fluid is in­ 
terrupted depends on the nature 
and importance of the parts whose 
circulation is impaired. If a vital, 
organ such as the kidney is af­ 
fected, consequences are likely to 
be grave and spectacular; when 
circulation to the all-important 
heart is blocked, life itself is 
threatened. 
Sudden Cutting Off 
Sudden cutting off of circula­ 
tion to the brain results in faint­ 
ing or lost of consciousness, or 
even death, while long-continued 
decrease in the amount of blood 
pumped to the brain may result 
in mental clouding or confusion. 
When circulation to the legs ii 
slowed down because of the pres­ 
ence of enlarged or varicose veins, 
it is likely that ulcers will de­ 
velop on the legs. The cells of the 
skin in such areas are not properly 
nourished, and hence cannot per­ 
form efficiently their work of re­ 
sisting infection. Thus, even a 
slight injury may result in an in­ 
fection which promptly leads to 
death of the tissues and the forma­ 
tion of an ulcer. 
Such ulcers occur most often on 
the inner side of the lower third 
of the leg and ankle and rarely as 
high as the middle third of the leg, 
because it is here that the blood 
flows most sluggishly and the skin 


jury. 
They may be extremely painful. 
Inflammation of the surrounding 
skin is always present and often 
there is a great deal of foul-smell­ 
ing discharge. Caused in the first 
place by poor circulation, such 
sores are slow to heal for the 
same reason. 
According to Dr. Leonard K. 
Sulker of Rochester, New York, 
the important part of the treat­ 
ment of the ulcer in most cases is 
to tie off the varicose veins and get 
rid of thorn. If this is done, very 
little other treatment will be nec­ 
essary and the ulcers can be healed 
with the patient up and about. 
It is also true that if a patient is 
kept at bed rest with his leg raised 
slightly above the level of the 
body, the varicose ulcer may often 
heal without further treatment. 
However, as soon as the patient 
begins to walk about, fluid begins 
to collect in the tissues and the 
ulcer recurs. Thus, in addition to 
the tying off of the veins,some type 
of elastic support is needed. 
Bland Ointment 
A bland ointment may also be 
applied to the ulcerated areas. Dr. 
Stalker has not found it necessary 
to keep a patient in bed when this 
type of treatment is used. 
In the majority of instances, the 
ulcer can be expected to heal with­ 
in a period of four to six weeks 
and may heal within two weeks 
following the tying off of the 
veins. In some cases the healing is 
interfered with by the severity of 
the infection present 
In most of these instances the 
trouble can be combated by using 
one of the sulfonamide drugs or 
penicillin.

The rest is just chicken feed—a 
small 85,000,000 divided between 
other state divisions, such as the 
legislative, judiciary, the archaeo­ 
logical and historical society and 
reforestation and experimentation 
work.
